If you are one of the many hundreds of people 
who enjoy the sport of rallying, the chances are 
pretty good that you are also burdended with a 
navigator who is slightly sub-normal (all naviga- 
tors are slightly sub-normal, of course). Under 
these conditions you hardly ever pick up a trophy 
at the end of a rally. If you do, you put it right 
back down again because very shortly it will be 
awarded to someone else. It may be at times 
like these you swear you'll never go on another 
rally—you're actually going to give up this fas- 
cinating yet frustrating hobby because of the 
tough competition. On the other hand, if you 
could just find some simple little gadget .. . ! 


There is such a gadget, but keep your shirt on. 
We'll get to it in a minute. First, what does it 
take to win a rally? Well, ya gotta stay on 
course. Then, if you can do that, ya gotta stay 
on time ALL THE TIME. With the slightly sub- 


normal navigator buried in the cockpit trying to 
calculate all those speed changes, odo correction 
factors and what not, in between figuring per- 
formances once in a while and yelling at the 
driver to speed up or slow down, the poor driver 





is left all alone in the business of staying on 
course. Driving being what it is, there is always 
a possibility the driver is taking a hasty look in 
the rear view mirror (cop?) just as he passes some 


crucial road sign. Lost again, huh? Yawn. 
How much easier it would be if you could dredge 
that navigator outa the cockpit to help find 
crucial signs! It is easy to see why you might 
need some simple little gadget. 


Now, remember that bit about staying on time 
ALL THE TIME? Let's set a stage for the usual 
procedure. SCENE: interior of sports car going 
down a back road on a rally. CAST OF CHAR- 
ACTERS (characters?): one driver who has been 
constantly needling one navigator with the 
“‘How'm | doin'?”’ routine; and one harried navi- 
gator who has been looking at odometer, turning 
Curta or diving through tables or sliding a slide 
rule, comparing something with several stop 
watches and hoarsely bellowing results to one 
driver. (Navigator at this point is not sure he 
made the last speed change correctly and is 
afraid to go back over the figures because of 
what is about to happen).

Lights! Camera! ACTION! 
Driver: ‘‘Oh-oh! Checkpoint!” 


Navigator (goes into frenzy—drops course in- 
structions—grabs Curta or tables or slide rule— 
makes hasty calculation and comparison with 
several stop watches): ‘‘You're a bit late’’ then 
to himself, ‘‘! think.” 


Driver speeds up and cast of characters in sports 
car go busting into checkpoint (clouds of dust). 
What? Fifteen seconds early? Yawn. How 
much easier it would have been if the driver had 
an instrument in front of him by which he could 
tell at a glance, at any time whether he was 
early or late and by exactly how many seconds? 
We seem to keep coming back to that simple 
little gadget. O.K., here goes. 


This particular simple little gadget is known as 
the Thomas MARK X computer. It is a digital 
device with an accuracy better than one second 
in thirty miles regardless of rally speed. Further- 
more, it is automatic. Once the odometer cor- 
rection factor has been determined, no further 
computations are needed and the computer re- 
quires attention only at speed change points. 
This operation is simply a matter of changing 
selector switches whereby speed factors are in- 
serted into the computer. Between speed change 
points the navigator has little to do except read 
the route instructions and help the driver find 
crucial signs. If the output unit of the computer 
is placed where the driver can see it, then the 
driver can tell to the second whether he is early 
or late just by a quick glance at the instrument. 
This is a rather desirable feature, particularly 
when the driver first spots a checkpoint. 


“Pretty nice computer,"’ you say. 


Correct. 
“Expensive, too, I'll bet." 
Nope. Actually the computer is quite simple 


and despite the fact that the heart of the Instru- 
ment is made by a very capable machinist, the 


Mark X Computer, installed. 


current price is under $90 which does not include 
fittings for connection into the car's odometer 
cable. The main part of the computer is a system 
of switches and gears which transform odometer 
cable revolutions into electrical impulses. For 
every 1000 turns of the computer input shaft, the 
device will produce any number of electrical im- 
pulses from 0 to 3999, depending on the settings 
of the selector switches. These electrical im- 
pulses are used to actuate a Kodak Timer which 
has been modified by removing the balance 
wheel and substituting a solenoid to operate the 
escapement mechanism. As the car goes down 
the road the input shaft revolves, creating elec- 
trical impulses which in turn cause the Kodak 
Timer to advance like a clock. By proper selec- 
tion of the impulse rate, the Timer will indicate 
correct rally time at every point on the rally. 
The impulses from the computer can be used to 
operate counters or other devices of course. The 
Kodak Timer was chosen because it is readily 
available, inexpensive and of more importance, 
the second hand and the minute hand can be set 
independently to any point on the dial. 


Physically, the main part of the computer is built 
into a clear plastic box (you can watch the 
wheels go ‘round) about 6 inches wide, 1 
inches high and 5 inches deep. The top of the 
box has overhanging ‘‘eaves’’ by which it can be 
mounted under the lip of the dash (fascia to you 
blokes from over there). The rear of the box 
has a standard %”-18 male odometer fitting, 
and the left side of the box has an output socket 
for connection to the modified Kodak Timer. A 
pair of wires also come out the back for connec- 
tion to the battery of the car. For proper opera- 
tion, the input shaft at the odometer type fitting 
must turn 120 revolutions per mile of car travel. 
One of the interesting features of the MARK X 
computer is its ability to function as an odometer. 
For this service the selectors are set for a speed 
of 60 MPH and with this setting each minute on 
the Kodak Timer represents a mile of travel, and 
the reading is accurate to better than a hun-

king pins

Porsches have trouble with the king pins wearing 
too fast and the king pins and link pins seizing. 


The following modifications apply to the Porsche 
and VW both: 


The problem arises with lubrication. There are 
two grease fittings on each front suspension trail- 
ing arm link. Each grease fitting supplies two 
places, one end of the king pin and one link pin. 
The grease follows the path of least resistance, 
leaving either the king pin or the link pin starv- 
ing for grease. The answer to the problem is to 
add two grease fittings to each front suspension 
using the new fittings to serve the link pins only, 
and the existing fittings serving the king pins only. 


These modifications are best performed when 
overhauling the king pin-link pin assembly. 


The link and stub axle are assembled normally 
up to the point of installing the link pin bushings. 
The existing holes in the link pin bushing are 
drilled with an ‘‘R"’ tap drill, .339”, then tap the 
holes with a %” taper pipe tap, being careful 
not to tap too deep so that a fitting screwed in 
will not hit the link pin. 


Install the link pin bushings so that the tapped 
holes now face up on the upper bushings and 
down on the lower bushings. It will be noticed 
that rotating the bushings as prescribed, auto- 
matically shuts off the link pin grease supply 
from the existing grease fittings. 


In the top bushings a 90 degree elbow grease 
fitting with a Y%e"’ taper pipe male end on it can 
be screwed in, through the hole in the top of the 
link. 


On the bottom you will notice there is no room 
for a grease fitting because the tapped hole in 
the link pin bushing is too close to the side of the 
hole in the link. 


Screw in a \%” taper pipe male steel nipple 
approximately %4” long, then onto that a short 
Y_” taper pipe steel female connector, then into 
that a 90 degree elbow grease fitting. 


Then finish assembling the suspension in the 
normal manner. 


This modification does not guarantee to stop 
wear or prevent seizure but it will definitely 
lessen these possibilities.

The car will be maintained 
and .entered by Walker during the season and 
Moss will be driving the car in all important 
Formula Il races. 


Technical Data: 
Listed below are the specifications of lubricants 
for engines, transmissions and steering mecha- 
nisms for the following vehicles as received from 
the Porsche factory. 

Vehicle Type—356B 

Engine Type—1600, 1600S, 1600 S-90 


Transmission Type—741 

Engine: 

Type 1600 S-90—good quality, HD oil for diesel 
engines. 

Type 1600S—good quality, HD oil for diesel 
engines. 

For engines of the type 1600, good quality, HD 
oil for carburetor engines should be used for 
normal driving. When engines are highly 
strained, in competition for instance, good 
quality, HD oil for diesel engines should be 
used. 

Viscosity Degrees of Oil: 

During the warm season—SAE 30 

During the cold season—SAE 20 

We still recommend the use of only single 
viscosity oils. 

Transmission and Differential: 

The transmission and the differential should be 

filled with hypoid transmission oil SAE 90. In 

countries with cold climate, hypoid transmis- 
sion oil SAE 80 may also be used. 


Steering Mechanisms: 
Oil of the specification SAE 90 or hypoid 
transmission oil SAE 90 should be used for 
the steering mechanism regardless of the 
season. 


The oil quantities for the different units remain 
unchanged.

| have recently applied for membership in PCA 
through the Kentucky Region and have had an 
opportunity to read your past issues of Porsche 
Panorama. | note in the June issue a letter from 
George Duvall concerning the oldest running 
Porsche in active use in the United States. | 
do not know if anything older has been devel- 
oped since, however, should like to mention my 
1952 1500 Normal Convertible, body No.
